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¢ HE Association of College Presidents of 
Pennsylvania is an organization that 1s 
more than a fellowship of college adminis- 
trators. It is that—for the word fellow- 
ship is finely descriptive of the pleasant as- 
sociation which characterizes its gatherings whether 
on the occasion of the inauguration of a new college 
president or at the annual January meeting. But 
underneath all this is the steady purpose to be not 
only realistic but forward-facing in dealing with the 
problems of higher education in the Commonwealth. 
Many studies have been made and significant facts 
have been gathered by committees of the Association. 
Conferences have been held also from time to time 
with representatives of the Teachers Colleges and 
with the State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
looking toward a more economical and a more Jjusti- 
fiable allocation of function between the two types 
of institution. 

At the request of the Commonwealth many of the 





colleges about twenty years ago made provision for 


the preparation of high school teachers and have ren- 
dered this service without cost, saving the State an 
expenditure which has approximated two million 
dollars a year. This they have done while at the 
same time giving twice as many millions out of their 
own resources to make it possible for young people 
of limited means to prepare for their life work. 

Not many years ago the Commonwealth converted 
fourteen normal schools into teachers’ colleges with- 
out first requiring of them the strength of faculty

and equipment which the standard college associa- 
tions require of every accredited college. These in- 
stitutions almost immediately began to prepare high 


‘school teachers and to give less attention relatively 


to the preparation of elementary teachers. ‘The re- 
sult has been a surplus of candidates for high school 
teaching, and a slowing up of the flow of well- 
trained elementary teachers. 

In view of the fact that the graduates of the teach- 
ers colleges are supposed to give back to the Com- 
monwealth a certain amount of teaching service, the 
liberal arts colleges have conceded some justification 
for the reduction or even elimination of tuition in 
these institutions, even though it is not quite clear 
that this is a necessity so long as a large group of 
well-prepared teachers are already waiting for posi- 
tions. 

On the other hand, the colleges do not feel that 


‘the new proposal to allow the teachers’ colleges to 


offer liberal arts studies is a fair one, since it does 
not have the justification of later service to the Com- 
monwealth, and puts the teachers’ colleges in direct 


competition with the liberal arts colleges at the ex-. 


pense of the taxpayer. 

Recently an attempt has been made to represent 
the liberal arts colleges as aristocratic institutions in 
contrast with the teachers’ colleges. Aside from the 
unfortunate implication that the teachers of our chil- 
dren are to come from the homes of the poverty- 
stricken, is the equally unfortunate misrepresentation 
of the character of the service rendered by the liberal 


arts colleges. “The best answer to this is the follow- 


ing letter presented personally to Governor Earle by 
a committee of the Association of College Presidents 
and signed by forty-nine presidents of the colleges 
and -universities of the State:

This is the result of more than a century of painstaking effort 
and, in many cases, of heroic sacrifice. During the past century 
these institutions have furnished the State of Pennsylvania with 
men and women who have assisted in incalculable measure in 
furthering every worthy interest in our Commonwealth. 

The Liberal Arts Colleges and Universities of Pennsylvania 
have always made it possible for deserving young men and young 
women of limited means to secure a college education. We 
call attention to the fact that out of the 61,597 students in our 
institutions for the academic year of 1935-1936, 23,967 re- 
ceived aid from the colleges in the form. of scholarships, work 
or loans. ‘This was exclusive of N. Y. A. aid. It is. signficant 
that 5,931 students were given free tuition. ‘The total amount 
of aid given by our institutions in 1935-1936 was $4,226,900. 
These figures in no sense include funds raised by public taxation. 
We feel, therefore, that in a very profound sense the Liberal 
Arts Colleges of Pennsylvania are People’s Colleges. They are 
colleges that offer the largest possible opportunity for deserving 
young men and young women. 

It is important to remember that sich the State requested 
the assistance of our institutions in the training of public 
school teachers, our colleges accepted this responsibility whole- 
heartedly. It is estimated that we are performing this service 
at a saving to the State of approximately two million dollars 
a year. 

In attempting to render the largest possible service to the larg- 
est possible number, we are often seriously embarrassed by pro- 
posals to make changes in the State Policy of Education with- 
out a careful survey of all the educational institutions of our 
State. We feel that we are entirely within our rights when we 
ask that our institutions have State recognition in all educational 
planning. We stand ready to codperate in every way in further- 
ing higher standards and in securing a broader opportunity for 
the young people of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 


It is to be noted, however, that these colleges do 
not aspire to limit their enrollment to one class of 
students. Even if it were possible it would certainly 
be undesirable to segregate the students who need aid 
into one group of institutions, and the others into 
another type. The democracy of our American life 


is its great glory, and all our institutions that aspire 


to train teachers should do what they can to per- 
petuate this fine tradition and to break down that 


tendency to caste which will ultimately destroy the 


essence of democracy——‘‘the open road for ability of 
any kind.” 

One of the fine things about the Association of 
College Presidents is the fact of this same democratic 
spirit in its own fellowship. The members of the 
Association are administrators of both Catholic: and 
Protestant colleges and also of the large universities 
as well as the smaller colleges. The recent order of 
succession in the presidency, for instance, was the fol- 
lowing: the dean of the College of the University 
of Pennsylvania, the president of Juniata College, the 
president of Villanova College. 

Juniata College has had its fair share of recogni- 
tion by the Association. Dr. I. Harvey Brumbaugh 
was its secretary for a number of years, and both the 
late President M. G. Brumbaugh and the writer have 
served as president of the Association. F

an address at the meeting over which he presides, and 
this duty fell to my lot at the January meeting. For 
the subject of the address I chose a topic upon which 
I spoke at the summer commencement of Geneva 
College a few years ago, and which has since been 
much in my thought—namely, “Education for a 
Changing World.’ Since this address is to appear 
in the June number of the magazine Christian Edu- 
cation, I will not elaborate upon its content here. 

It was, however, my purpose to emphasize the fact 
that education must do more than recognize the es- 
sential changes of environment and adjust itself to 
them; it must also set the standards that will enable 
the student to evaluate changes and recognize also 
that there are eternal values which do not change 
with every shifting tidé of opinion. 

I ventured to suggest that the smaller American 
college is in good degree a symbol of this form of 
education. Educators and institutions so enamored 
of change that they are not willing to apply any cri- 
terion to suggested goals or procedures except the 
criterion of “‘newness’ are hardly dependable guides 
for those who must ere long assume places of leader- 
ship in a complex social order. 

While President Hutchins has recently expressed 
contempt for the great-man theory, it is nevertheless 
true, as President Thwing established many years 
ago, that the greatest thing many students carry from 
college is the uplift that comes from close contact 
with inspiring personalities, and the most significant 
function of a college administrator is to place in his 
faculty those, who like Mark Hopkins at Williams 


' College, can leave an abiding influence for good in 


the personality of those who were taught. This is 
the great opportunity of the small college. 

It would seem to go without saying that the edu- 
cation for this day as for every day should be builded 
upon a moral foundation. ‘The renewed emphasis 
upon character education in the schools expresses the 
deep concern of school administrators at this point. 
The colleges and universities of the country would 
Academic 
freedom may cover a multitude of sins, but it can 
not atone for the sin of sarcasm when it attacks the 
foundations of the moral life. 

If we concede that education must accept any de- 
gree of responsibility for the world in which we find 
ourselves, then there ought to be something very 
sobering to any of us who have spent a score of years 
or more in this endeavor as we contemplate the con- 
ditions that stare us in. the face wherever we look. 

But I fail to see how we can hope to build a struc- 
ture of Christian morality upon a pagan foundation. 
To conserve the permanent values we need teachers 
whose faces are toward the light and whose feet are 
moving toward the goals of God.

In the evening at 
8: 00 o’clock Prof. Karl V. Gilbert 
will conduct the Juniata College 
Orchestral Society in its final con- 
cert of the year. 

Saturday is alumni day. The 
program arranged for ten o'clock in the morning will 
include an address by President Ellis and recognition 
of all Golden Anniversary alumni present. - It is ex- 
pected that quite a few graduates of the classes of 
fifty years ago or more will be there. Immediately 
following the program will come the annual business 
meeting of the general alumni association, presided 
over by President Meyers B. Horner ’13AB. Re- 
unions of several classes have been planned, princi- 
pally the following: 1897, 1912, 1922, 1927, and 
1932. 


Two other Saturday events are the baseball game 
in the afternoon between Juniata and Mt. St. 
Mary’s, whom the Warriors have already humbled 
this season, and the class day exercises in the evening 
in the court of the Cloister, which for several years 
has provided an admirable outdoor setting for these 
events. The latter will feature the presentation of 
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Shakespeare's ““The Taming of the Shrew’ by the 
members of the graduating class under the direction 
of Dr. Harold C. Binkley and the time-honored 
candle-lighting ceremony. 

The baccalaureate sermon will be preached on 
Sunday morning in the Stone Church by President 
Ellis. After the senior hymn ceremonies on the 
steps of Founders Hall at 6: 00 o'clock in the eve- 
ning, the class and their friends will trek to Round 
‘Top for a vesper service. NHandel’s oratorio, ““The 
Messiah,’’ will be presented in the evening at 8: 00 
o’clock by the Juniata College choir, augmented by 
a number of alumni, under the direction of Prof. 
Charles L. Rowland. 

Commencement the next morn- 
ing will close Juniata’s sixty-first 
year.
